Intro. In times of financial stress and strain and 
its miscellany of consequences the mind shifts its 
concern from one extreme of economic possibility 
to the other. Once it was increasing and multiply- 
ing a sufficiency or a plenty, now it is holding fast 
to what is left. Our whole concern now is for the 
remnant. It is quite natural that first panic then a 
steady worriment and gloom occupy the mind when 
the once supporting economic system appears to 
disintegrate before our eyes, and expressions of 
pessimism and despair fall from the lips. For the 
easement of all such, in particular, for those who 
believe in an over-ruling Providence, the divinity 
that shapes our ends, is the consideration of the 
law of the remnant. There are ninety-seven refer- 
ences in the scriptures to the politico-social rem- 
nants and the encouraging fact based upon these 
passages is that God will save the remnant, for the 
obvious reason that it is the survival of the fittest, 
hence worth saving. Nor is that all; the remnant 
rescued will save the situation. Incidentally, this 
requires us to revise our idea of a remnant as some- 
thing to be cast to the rubbish heap or that which 
is left after the best has been subtracted. 

The history of Israel was one of a succession of 
calamities and misfortunes but in a comprehensive 
study of this people we come repeatedly upon the 
fact that they were-saved bya small_moral_minor- 
ity. In one of the earliest chapters of their history 
rwe learn that ten righteous men could have pre- 


/ served Sodom. The reference later made to this 


/ been as Sodom 


by Isaiah, only confirms the law of the remnant, 
“had it not been for a very small remnant we had 
and Gomorrah.” The text with its 
strange but striking wording impresses us with the 
imperishability of the small survival. “And the 
remnant ... . shall yet again take root down- 
ward and bear fruit upward.” Although rooted up 


and cast out, it manages in some way or other to 
preserve itself and prosper. 

The best of all Israel was_rescued from a gen- 
eral démoralization, and fost, so to speak in the 
soul of one of their countrymen, Jesus of Nazareth, 
only to be found again in its larger and truer ful- 
filment. “Think not,” said Jesus, “that | am come 
to destroy the law or the prophets. I am not come 
to destroy but to fulfill,” and the same time he was 
heard to say, “Ye have heard that it hath been said 
by them of old time, .... but I say unto you,” 
and again, “I am come that they might have life 
and that they might have it more abundantly.” The 
law of the remnant in a single sentence is this—the 
best in the old will be preserved and appear rein- 
forced in the new. 

There is a personal aspect to this law which to a 
considerable number of people connotes discour- 
agement and alarm, those who spend the last half 
of middle life sadly visualizing the remnant of 
their own present vigorous selves which they are 
bound to be in a score of years. Like some in- 
separable shadow it haunts them, and casts a 
shadow before it glooms an otherwise happy life. 
Whether such presages are to be confirmed de- 
pends upon the kind of a life people live. If it is

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bitter dregs. But it does not need to be so. Many 
of these experiences rough as they are, push back 
deception, the false, the ill-fit, to bring the real to 
the fore. Refused entrance where we would go, 
but should not go, we travel on through several 
years before we become aware that we have been 
thrust on the course on which alone we can arrive. 
God, Nature and Circumstance are kindly curates 
whose benefits gradually unfold. Our choices of 
which most of our lives are made are like our 
prayers; they need an over-ruling, discriminating 
Providence, that operates upon us, sometimes with 
pain and shock but with a slow but sure healing. 

One fact the law of the remnant reveals, and we 
shall do well to remember, is that rescuing that 
worthy of survival from the old estate or order, 
never occurs without a struggle and conflict. This 
we may expect to find in every vital transforma- 
tion. 

Many of our doctrines of religion came by the 
clashing of extremes. Pelagianism arose to cure 
the extreme position of predestinarianism and elec- 
tion, arminianism, to cure both and so on. Now, 
for the most part, the extremes in church dogmas 
are consigned to the theological museum; and the 
good in all has been rescued from the conflict and 
forms a pact of peace, unity and cooperation. 

We are now living in a history-making era, when 
the peoples of the earth are, with conflict and 
travail, working out a larger destiny. With the 
eradual rise of intelligence and the consequent 
recognition of previous, present and potential op- 
pressions of monarchial rule, forces have been 
roused up and set moving out of the camp of the 
opposite extremity and are assailing. And parallel 
with this the economic evils and oppressions of the 
capitalistic regime, which for the last score of 
years has been exceeding the law of human justice 
are met with contradictory powers fashioned in the 
doctrine of socialism and the extreme left wing of 
communism. The result is a temporary chaos in 
political and economic life. We need not be over- 
alarmed about the future—the law of the remnant 
will save us; the old conservative and monopoliz- 
ing lordships will go; so will all radicalism of 
its foes eventually, and the good of the old and 
the good of the new will be amalgamated into a 
policy dedicated to the proposition of the greatest 
good to the greatest number. 


There was in this country a similar economic 
situation in 1893 to ours of today. One reading 
the history of it could apply it sentence for sen- 
tence to the debacle of 1929 and on. But that was 
more local and superficial than the present, in and 
through which there runs a political undercurrent 
that has been swelling with power for two decades, 
forcing a new evaluation of human life and human 
rights, compelling governmental adjustments, to 
this new liberty. The government is not the na- 
tion. It is an instrument and a system fashioned 
to accomplish efficiently and orderly the will of 
the people, and we are not justified in thinking 
that this country or any other country is collapsing 
because the problems of human progress have 
compelled the reorganization of governmental 
structure for better adaptation. 

The best contribution patriotic citizens can make 
to their country just now are patience and cooper- 
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ation, which will be inspired by an optimism by 
all who take thought of what is really happening. 
We might ask, “Why exalt progress, then resist 
nature’s unavoidable mode of achieving it?” And 
remembering that the evolution of society never 
moves in a steady and uneventful course but in 
periodic upheavals when that slow accumulation of 
new life breaks through. No, we need have no 
serious misgivings about the future. We shall be 
saved by the remnant, that resolute, indestructible, 
moral remainder that will suffer and sacrifice, and 
which though rooted up will again take root down- 
ward and bear fruit upward. 

Let no one discount the power of the minority. 
The majorities may rule but the minorities save. 
And the reason for this is not hard to see. Any- 
one who has taken the trouble to read the political 
history of this country will be appalled at the vast 
proportion of demoralized patriotism there has 
been from the beginning. A multitude of pirates, 
pilferers, panhandlers, of all sorts and descriptions 
—utterly devoid of a national consciousness, let 
alone a conscience, who will wave a flag with a 
shout, sing the national anthem with great unction 
and at the same time extort an undeserved pension 
or bonus from the government. A cross-section of 
the pension racket would be an eye-opener to us all. 


In time of war we don’t send criminals to the 
front for most of them are cowards, deserters and 
traitors. Nor in any economic or political strug- 
gle can self-regarding exploiters be depended on, 
but there is a strong, stout and reliable remnant 
who never cease to trust in the triumph of right— 
they stand, suffer and survive. We, a people with 
national ideals and true love for our country are 
a part of that indestructible force. You may be 
sure that the president of this country in times of 
crisis turns his face toward the moral forces of 
the nation, thanks God and takes courage. No 
country ever perishes economically, always morally. 
When there is not sufficiént morality to compensate 
for the desertions and defections and degradation 
of those who are forced to abandon the fulfilment 
of their greed it never fails to be the case that 
such sink into lawless and revolting immoralities 
by way of revenge. This is a situation that threat- 
ens us today, and without the restraining power of 
the lawful and moral minority, collapse would be 
certain. 

This country has grown from the remnant of a 
God-fearing, God-trusting stock, and that remnant 
is being preserved and may be depended on in any 
panic or depression, in spite of the stoutest resist- 
ance to get its roots going downward again and 
bear fruit upwards. The Law of the Remnant is 
the law of life. We die to live; “He that loseth 
his life shall find it”; first crucifixion, then resur- 
rection. 

Let none fear. Ten righteous men could have 
saved Sodom. And you may be sure that such a 
merciful God will see, through and behind all of 
our sins, faults and shortcomings, the remnant of 
a noble purpose, some incomplete mission of love, 
some high ideal reached for but not grasped, and 
for the sake of the remnant will lift us out of the 
fragment of our earthly house to one not made with 
hands. And that immortal remnant shall return io 
eternal God from Whom it was broken to be 
dropped into our souls. 


Some Sources of Public Prayers

with ten-league strides, flops an armful of 

books on the desk, and exclaims: “Lesspray i? 
(sic!). Professor “B” enters the classroom with 
an air of calm, reverently bows his head, waits 
until there is an atmosphere of worship, and then 
uses a beautiful prayer that he has selected or com- 
posed at least an hour before. 

Student reactions to these two performances are 
just what you would expect. They are actual 
cases, drawn from my study of the religious life 
of 1771 theological students in the United States. 
But they are also typical of the failure and success 
that attends public prayers. The difference in the 
two men is partly a difference of attitude as they 
approach the conduct of worship; but it is also a 
contrast between impromptu prayers that fall into 
the ruts of careless diction or unconscious repeti- 
tion, and prayers that express a variety of lofty 
thoughts in appropriate language. 

Now if you have at your command all the pray- 
ers you need for use in public you need not read 
further; or if you are content to approach the Al- 
mighty with the glib, impromptu expression of 
whatever petitions chance to flit through your 
mind at the time, you too should turn to some other 
article. On the other hand if you belong to that 
larger group of persons who wish to improve their 
conduct of worship services you may welcome this 
attempt to indicate some sources of public prayers.

Historic Prayers of the Church 


In recent years I have come to appreciate and to 
use some of the historic prayers of the church. 
The chaste language of a few of the collects can 
hardly be improved upon. The ancient collect 
which is used by many at the beginning of the 
communion service may also be appropriately used 
as an invocation for the opening of any service of 
worship. 

Almighty God, unto whom all hearts are open, 
all desires known, and from whom no secrets are 
hid; Cleanse the thoughts of our hearts by the in- 
spiration of thy Holy Spirit, that we may perfectly 
love thee, and worthily magnify thy holy Name; 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

Another collect that appeals to me personally is 
the fifteen-hundred-year-old prayer of St. Chrysos- 


tom. 

Almighty God, who hast given us grace at this 
time with one accord to make our common suppli- 
cations unto thee; and dost promise that when two 
or three are gathered together in thy Name thou 
will grant their requests ; Fulfil now, O Lord, the 
desires and petitions of thy servants, as may be 
most expedient for them; granting us in this world 
knowledge of thy truth, and in the world to come 
life everlasting. Amen. 

Not only do some of these prayers have the ad- 
vantage of lofty language (the reason for their 


longevity) but they give one a sense of historical 


one-ness. If one is even the least bit imaginative 
he ought, while uttering these ancient prayers, to 
feel the comradeship of centuries of Christians 
who have used the same words; for prayer at its 
best is not only communion with God but fellow- 
ship with all those who through the ages have 
aspired to know him. 

A study of the Book of Common Prayer will 
reward anyone; and I speak as one to whom any 
prayer book was anathema only a few years ago. 
Some of the best of these ancient prayers may also 
be found in the newer hymn books. 


Prayers from the Hymn Books 


A study of the hymn book itself will yield many 
prayers for use in public, for some of the great 
hymns of the church are prayers set to music. 
few of these can be used exactly as written; others 
are improved by slight changes. Thus the hymn, 
“Por the Beauty of the Earth,” becomes a prayer 
by the single change of the word “hymn” to the 
word “prayer” in the refrain. With that change 
it gives glad expression to our gratitude for many 
of the common blessings of life. 

Kipling’s “Father in Heaven, Who Lovest All” 
is most appropriate for a young people’s gathering. 
For use as a prayer it is strengthened by the omis- 
sion of the refrain. The same author’s “Reces- 
sional” is a perpetual challenge to militarism, and 
makes a lofty prayer for Armistice Day or Me- 
morial Day. “Lord, While for All Mankind We 
Pray,” by John Wreford, is a petition for divine 
blessing on our own country, while Henry W. 
Baker’s “O God of Love, O King of Peace” is as 
fitting a prayer for peace as it was when written 
during the Civil War. One would search long to 
find more beautiful language in which to couch a 
prayer for spiritual calm and quiet than Whittier 
used in “Dear Lord and Father of Mankind.” “Our 
God, Our Help in Ages Past” is not out of date in 
spite of its more than two hundred years, for Isaac 
Watts gave expression to the dependence of the 
human spirit on divine strength and guidance when 
he wrote it—and such fundamental needs change 
little from one century to the next. 

The list might be extended almost indefinitely. 
Suffice it to say that if you have not carefully 
read through a number of hymn books you have 
neglected an important source of public prayers. 


Some Unusual Sources 

But you can also find appropriate prayers in less 
obvious places than the prayer book and hymn 
books. During the past year I have read eight 
annual volumes of the “Best Poems” series, and 
have found no less than a score of prayers hidden 
away in these books. The poetry page of the 
“Literary Digest” contains during the course of 
the year much similar material. The same is true 
of the poetry published in “The New York Times” 
and similar metropolitan dailies. 

When Sinclair Lewis was in the headlines be- 
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cause of his address in Geneva I used the prayer 
that he puts into the mouth of Martin Arrowsmith 
in the novel “Arrowsmith.” Some of the worship- 
pers later expressed their surprise both that Mr. 
Lewis should write any prayer at all, and that he 
should write one that is at once so beautiful and 
so sincere. 

On the birthday of George Washington last year 
I used the prayer that he is said to have uttered at 
Valley Forge, stating beforehand the source of the 
prayer and a few facts in connection with it. For 
me at least this prayer was much more effective 
than any I could have written for the occasion, or 
uttered impromptu from my feelings at the time. 

About two years ago on the woman’s page of the 
“New Haven Register” I saw in bold type the 
words, “A PRAYER FOR A COMMON DAY.” 
Then followed a prayer by Elsie Robinson (a King 
Features Syndicate writer). It was a splendid prayer 
in its own right; but it was more significant be- 
cause of its source. I knew every woman in my 
church (and perhaps most of the men!) would 
read it, so I used it effectively the following Sun- 
day. 

All such prayers gain in significance if they are 
preceded by a brief statement telling of their 
source. Such a statement, even more than a call to 
prayer, prepares the group to enter into the spirit 
of the worship. 


Writing Prayers for the Occasion 


In addition to all these sources it is a good prac- 
tice to write prayers for special occasions. 

In preparation for a communion service for 
young people I failed to find any prayer in my files 
or in the prayer books that quite suited my mood. 
I felt like making a prayer of confession at the 
beginning of the service, but I did not feel so 
abjectly sinful that I wanted to grovel before the 
Almighty as some of the prayers of confession do. 
As a result I wrote a prayer of confession that did 
express my feelings at the time. Incidentally, on 
reading this prayer over I found that some of the 
sentences had a natural cadence, and so I recast 
the whole of it to maintain this rhythm, The fol- 
lowing is the final form: 


God of compassion and of tender mercy, forgive 
our sins: 

Not the gross and ugly sins that have bad names 
and are condemned by all, for most of us have 
never known them; 

Forgive us for the little sins which spoil our lives, 
and for those sins that we have let creep in, 
not knowing they were wrong; 

Forgive us for the lack of self-respect we show 
when we do less than is our best; 

Forgive us for complacency that makes us take 
things as they are and never hope for change; 
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Forgive us too that we so seldom dream of what 
we might become, or what this world might be, 
if we, the young, the strong, the hopeful, could 
but live as God would have us live. 

Forgive our sins........ Amen. 

The following prayer was composed and used as 
an invocation for an evening of music (an Easter 
cantata) : 

O God, who hast created the music of the 
spheres, and hast set a song in the soul of man, 
attune our hearts to sing thy praise; teach us to 
sing hymns of gladness when the shadows gather 
and songs of happiness when our courage fails; 
and, being in tune with the Infinite, may we for- 
ever banish discord and lack of harmony from our 
lives. Amen. 


At the close of that same service, with the mes- 
sage of Holy Week and of Easter brought to us 
anew through the music, I uttered the following 
prayer: 

God and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, may the 
spirit of Holy Week be with us through the 
year: 

May the hosannahs of Palm Sunday echo down 
the corridor of the months; 

May the sacrificial spirit of Good Friday forever 
challenge us to adventurous thinking and heroic 
living ; 

And may Easter dawn perpetually with each new 
day, to bring us the eternal hope that we can 
rise from our dead past to newness of life. 
Amen. 


At the close of the sermon on Easter Sunday 
morning I used the following brief prayer. It is 
not necessarily superior to some of the prayers 
that are in common use, but it suited the occasion 
better than anything I could find at the time. 

Father of all spirits, who brought again from the 
dead our Lord Jesus, that Great Shepherd of the 
Sheep, help us to rise this day to newness of life. 
Kindle in us the lively hope that those who live 
and believe on the Lord Jesus Christ shall never 
die, and though they die, yet shall they live; cheer 
us with the realization of vast spirit worlds around 
us; and may we live so as to be worthy of life 
eternal. Through Jesus Christ, who ever lives 
world without end. Amen. 

An examination of this prayer will show that 
almost every phrase and clause is directly from 
the Scriptures. 

In conclusion the writer believes that a careful 
study of the prayer book and the hymn book, a 
diligent search for prayers in unusual sources, and 
the writing of original prayers will both enrich 
one’s personal life and make a great contribution 
to the improvement of public worship.

Editorial Comment 
A Southern Cross 


"| aa not a vocalist, I, too, have sung at the ancient lay concerning that 
intimated impossible time “when the sands of the desert grow cold.” I shall 
never again so offend the ear of the sensitive nor the facts concerning such sands, 
my judgment in both instances being a bit immature. 

It had taken us from eight o’clock that bitterly cold mountain morning until after 
three that cool desert afternoon to drop down out of the ragged hill, covering 
sixty miles in so doing. It was that kind of a road. 

We were anxious to keep going, for though we had started fairly early one morn- 
ing on our long homeward way, the trip could not be completed in less than five 
days, and Christmas was in the immediate offing. So, though against his preference, 
we urged our outfitter to start the long desert run toward El Paso which would 
carry us better than a hundred miles over the winding trail which someone in a 
moment of wild exuberance and generosity, tagged the Pershing Highway. 

It was over this trail that the General had pushed his expeditionary forces fol- 
lowing the raid of Villa’s troops upon the little U. S. border town of Columbus. 
We crossed the crude little bridge where Villa hanged eighteen of his best officers 
for having retreated before the American troops. (Mexico, like the United States, 
furnishes many tales, you know.) 

Throwing a loaf of bread, a can of condensed milk, a can of coffee and some 
cans of tomatoes into the car, over against an all-night ride, we were off. With the 
going down of the sun, what little warmth there had been was dissipated. It 
turned cold. About eight o’clock we stopped, lighted several palm-tree-like Us 
(pronounced oose) for warmth, made a can of steaming coffee, half-toasted, half- 
charred chunks we broke from the one loaf of bread and then proceeded. 

Our lights were none too good, but our guide had been over the trail countless 
times and knew every turn, every dip, if not actually every cacti and Us which 
lined the way. For the first part of the drive the monotony was broken by herds 
of Mexican White faced cattle which for some unknown reason preferred lying 
sn the road. With startling suddenness the white faces would pop up out of the 
dark immediately ahead of the car, and waiting until we fairly bumped them, 
the animals would make a sudden lurch and with a jump or two would disappear 
in the dark at the side of the road. Several, more deliberate in their jump than 
the rest, we helped on their way without doing serious damage to either the cattle 
or the car. 

About ten o’clock we ran out of the Us belt and into that of sage brush and 
grease wood and our fires, which the increasing cold indicated as advisable, were 
tiny yet of insatiable appetite. Again coffee and charred bread. Again we huddled 
closely about the fire, more closely. The puddles which lay everywhere over the 
road-way became glazed with ice. We shivered in unison and drove on, until, 
dropping into a deep, ice-covered hole, our lights went out, to stay. In the darkness. 
though we tried it, driving was impossible, so we scattered to gather together what- 
ever we might find of a combustible nature. The desert produces but little 
fire-wood. 

At about four-thirty A. M., while Bill and June were keeping a fire going under 
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the radiator of the car, in spite of which fire it froze, I hugged the little blaze at 
the side of the road trying to keep my back and front warm simultaneously. The 
continuous and mournful howlings of the coyotes long since had lost power to 
keep my eyes open and my head up, so in desperation of ever thawing out or 
getting a satisfactory amount of sleep, I pulled out my bed roll and stopping to 
remove neither high leather boots or sheepskin-lined overcoat, I crawled in. 

As I lay with the high collar of my coat drawn closely about my ears and the 
flap of my bag over my head, I breathed through and looked through a little open- 
ing no larger than the palm of my hand, and it was the stars overhead I saw and 
marvelled at. It appeared in that clear air that one might not prick the heavens 
with the sharpest needle without touching a star. I never had seen so many, nor 
have I ever seen them as brilliant. They varied in size yet the smallest seemed 
as bright and brilliant as the largest. “The work of Thy hands.” Truly it was 
something to consider and I wonder, having seen the heavens in all their glory, 
as I lay freezing in the heart of a night desert, if we don’t fail to respond to 
so glorious a vision, largely because the smoke and soot of our man-made enter-

ONE YEAR PLAN 


Try a “One Year Plan” in your church in con- 
nection with your Rally Program. This should 
prove particularly appealing at this time, when 
people everywhere are interested in the NRA plan 
of the Federal Government. Outline your plan for 
enlisting the energies of all your members, and 
give them a chance to select the branch of church 
work in which they desire to enlist. List all the 
various activities from the Sunday School through 
special program work, and have a list for every 
person in the congregation to read and sign. Some 
will sign for several kinds of work, as some will 
desire to teach in the Sunday School and sing in 
the Choir, others will work among the Young 
People’s groups, and do other special work. Give 
each person an opportunity to tell of any special 
talent which may be available for special pro- 
grams. 

If you have a duplicating machine, making 
enough lists for all the members is a simple matter. 
If you do not have a machine, and desire to in- 
vestigate the market for securing one, write us and 
we shall ask manufacturers to send you informa- 
tion and prices for your selection. If you desire to 
have your lists mimeographed, we shall be glad to 
give you quotations from a reliable source. An 
inspiring letter should accompany the lists, and if 
you desire help in making such a letter, write the 
Methods Editor. Such a letter may be mimeo- 
graphed on your own letterhead, or on blank white 
stock. In some instances a special insignia is used 
on the letter and envelope, which always produces 
_special interest. 

Be sure to write special news items for the local 
paper about your plan, and place these items on 
your church bulletin board for all members to see. 
Stress the idea of the plan for a whole year, so 
that all members will understand that you expect 
their enthusiasm to last through the year. When 
your lists come in, signed by the members, classify 
them and organize the results, so that you will 
know just how many available Sunday School 
Teachers you can count on, how many to work 
with the Choir Director ; how many will attend 
Teacher’s Training Classes, etc. Publish these re- 
sults both in the local paper, and in duplicated re- 
ports to each member. 

You can transform the spirit and attitude of 
your whole community in twelve months, if you 
follow through such a plan aggressively. A com- 
prehensive program in detail was written by Gor- 
don W. Mattice for the September issue of last 
year, page 1069. f 


DRAMATIC RALLY DAY PROGRAM 

This program is for the entire church member- 
ship, and may be used at any time of day or eve- 
ning, but is more suitable for the Sunday School 
Auditorium, or Community House Auditorium 
than for the Church. Your attendance will depend 
upon the preliminary work you do, and the number 
of persons you can enlist in arousing interest. 

If you should decide to mail out special letters, 
and an Activity List for members to sign, this 
program will be suitable for the day before your 
special campaign opens. 


Call a meeting of your Sunday School teachers 
and ask their help in making cardboard letters to 
spell the word R-A-L-L-Y. There should be two 
sets of letters, at least four feet high, and in two 
colors, fastened securely to the end of a carrying 
rod as follows: make two card-board letters LR ee 
one red and one green. Fasten the red one to one 
end of a two foot rod or stick, and the green one 
to the other end. (The pastor who originated this 
part of the program used old broom handles, sawed 
into two foot lengths.) Do the same with each of 
the five letters. Select five girls or boys for march- 
ing with these letters, by carrying the rod across 
the small of the back, with elbows curled about the 
rod. The letters will be on each side of the girl 
or boy, and when they march in unison, the word 
“Rally” will appear as part of the program. Make 
a number of posters with the words “For a Wear 
of Progress” and display the posters in the audi- 
torium. If you have a screen and lantern, make a 
slide with the words “For a Year of Progress” 
and flash it on the screen during the service. 
Call a meeting of the leaders of your various 
groups or organizations, and help them to outline 
a program for the coming year that will actually 
inspire the members to support the program. For 
example, help your Sunday School Superintendent 
formulate a program in which are outlined the 
number of children he hopes to enlist, how many 
in each department; how many teachers he hopes 
to secure for the school; what manner of training 
he hopes to outline for them; what the weekly at- 
tendance goal is to be; what the offering is to total 
each week. What special programs the Sunday 
School will have, etc. The leader of the Choir 
should formulate a program for that important 
part of the church activity, and rehearsals and 
special programs should be stressed. Have your 
leaders formulate their programs so the people of 
the church will know that they are not just tread- 
ing water, that they are actually carrying out a 
well formulated program, as a part of the work of 
the church as a whole. The minister should make 
an outline of the Christian principles he hopes to 
teach through his sermons for the year ahead. It 
is not essential that the actual subjects of ad- 
dresses be given, but tell your people definitely that 
you expect to lay before them the teachings of 
Christ on definite human interests and activities. In 
these should be included such everyday topics as: 
Christ’s teachings on the Home 
Christ’s teachings on Holding Public Office 
Christ’s teachings on Stewardship of Time and 
Money 

Christ’s teachings on Care of the Sick and Help- 
less 

Christ’s teachings on Immortal Life 

Your knowledge of your congregation will guide 
you in selecting your general topics, and how many 
sermons should be devoted to each general subject, 
and what the divisions should be. After you have 
completed the plans for each department, you are 
ready for your program. Have the leaders of each 
group who are to take part in the program seated 
directly in front of the platform, so they easily 
step to the platform. The auditorium should be 
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decorated in fall colors (if you carry out the Mid- 
week Service in this issue, entitled, “Autumn,” you 
can use the decorations for both services), and 
have as many candles as are practical to use. Dis- 
play American and Christian flags, and have Rally 
buttons for everyone who attends the meeting.

Amos was a young Hebrew from the South 
Country. His home was in the hills that lie be- 
tween the plains of Bethlehem and the northern 
end of the Dead Sea. He was a shepherd and a 
vineyardist. He called himself a “pincher of mul- 
berry buds.” He did not belong to either the 
priestly or prophetic lines. 

Stirred by the sins of the Northern Kingdom, the 
ten tribes that had chosen Jeroboam I. as their 
King, Amos was fired with zeal against them. The 
Northern Kingdom had established its capital at 
Samaria, and to take the place of the temple at 
Jerusalem, Jeroboam built its substitute at Bethel. 
It was at Bethel that Amos uttered his prophecies. 

Jeroboam II. who was then King of Israel, was 
an able and powerful king, but idolatrous and 
wicked in the extreme. The prophecy of Amos 
seemed highly improbable to the people of Israel. 
Yet within fifty years, when Hoshea was king, the 
prophecy was fulfilled. Israel was carried into 
captivity and the kingdom destroyed. 

Amos began with pronouncing God’s judgments 
on the surrounding nations. He advanced to the 
judgments of God on the Southern Kingdom as a 
sort of prelude to his prophecies against Israel. 

First we hear the VOICE of the prophet speak- 
ing against Damascus ; then Gaza; followed by the 
judgments on Tyre, Edom and Moab. Then he 
denounces Judah, and takes up his message against 
Israel. 

AMOS: (Speaking from behind a screen) 

Hear thou the words of Amos, the Shepherd of 
Tekoa, which he saw concerning Israel in the days 
of Uzziah, King of Judah, and in the days of 
jeroboam, the son of Joash, king of Israel; two 
years before the earthquake. 

The Lord Jehovah will roar in Zion, and utter 
his voice from Jerusalem, and the pastures of the 
shepherds shall mourn and the top of Carmel shall 
wither. 

Thus saith Jehovah: For three transgressions of 
Damascus, yea, for four I will not take away the 
punishment thereof; Because they have threshed 
Gilead with threshing instruments of iron; I will 
send a fire in the house of Hazael, and it shall 
devour the palaces of Ben-Hadad, and I will break 
the bar of Damascus, and cut off the inhabitant of 
the valley. 

Thus saith Jehovah: For three transgressions of 
Gaza, yea, for four, I will not turn away the pun- 
ishment thereof; Because they carried away the 
whole people captive, to deliver them to Edom.

I will send a fire 
upon Moab, and it shall devour the palaces of 
Kerioth, and Moab shall die in tumult.

An Indiana Man Is Planting Trees to Harvest 
in Seventy-Five Years

“I am happy to advise you that my tree planting 
experiment out in Indiana continues to have every 
prospect of ultimate success. I have now planted 
about 225,000 trees in two years, and, under the 
Indiana law, it is all exempt from taxation except 
on the valuation of $1 per acre. I expect to put 
in about two million trees and then leave them in 
trust for my grandchildren. The cost of doing 
this will not be in excess of $30,000 and in about 
75 years they will be worth approximately two to 
four million dollars, as I am planting only trees 
that will have cabinet wood value, such as black 
walnut, poplar, spruce and wild cherry. I will get 
my reward out of this in the pleasure that I will

Mrs. Ruth Bryan Owen, appointed Minister to 
Denmark by President F. D. Roosevelt, was for- 
merly a Representative in Congress from Florida. 
In an article in the Woman’s Home Companion 
(November, 1931) on “A Woman in the House,” 
she gave the following account of something un- 
usual which she undertook. Said she: 

If a Congressman can make the youth of his 
district feel that representative government is ex- 
citing and thrilling, that it is a challenge to in- 
tellect and spirit, a glorious stage of human activi- 
ties and conflicts, he can be said truly to have ful- 
filled the spirit of his charge... . 

There are eighteen counties in my district. 
Every year thirty-six boys and girls, two from 
each county, come for a week’s visit to Washing- 
ton as my guests. These boys and girls are chosen 
from among their fellow pupils in the senior high 
schools on the basis of character and citizenship 
and are judged by the standards of dependability, 
service, leadership, patriotism. There have been 
two of these excursions since my coming to Wash- 
ington. Seventy-two boys and girls have seen at 
first hand the human machinery of government. 
show them that our history, as all people’s history, 
is not made up of dry facts and dates but of ideals 
and human sacrifice. I start them with the Declara- 
tion of Independence and make it clear to them that 
it is more than a document bearing names and a 
date; it is the expression of men and women who 
were ready to lose all in order that their children 
might live as free men and fearless citizens. We 
go on to the Gettysburg Address and at the Lin- 
coln Memorial they see what Lincoln’s words 
meant in sacrifice and devotion to a cause. All 
down the line of history we g0, finishing with the 
motion picture of ceremonies at the grave of the 
Unknown Soldier which shows them that history 
is alive, still in the making, and that they will have 
to carry on when their turn comes. How they will 
carry on and what their contribution to govern- 
ment will be will depend upon them, upon the in-

terest they take in shaping new chapters to history. 
The days of these young citizens in Washington 
are packed full. They visit national buildings, 
they sit in the galleries of Congress, they visit 
Washington’s home, they call on the President.

When they leave for their homes I am 
convinced that a nucleus of intelligent and ardent 
citizenship is living in these young Americans, that 
the spark of future leadership has been struck.

In 1931, the mortality rate declined in 85 large 
cities from 135 per 10,000 to 124 per 10,000. There 
were 2,450,000 births in the U. S. in 1931—a de- 
cline of 17 per cent from 1921, and of 10 per cent 
from 1926. The birth- and death-rate is always a 
social and economic issue. The question of the 
scientific control of the life-principle is fraught 
with both good and ill. It nearly split two large 
denominations. Who knows but what the Depres- 
sion is helping to perfect a more select race, and 
with giving us fewer things with more time to 
enjoy them.

Truth is not a commodity that has to be sold 
through such methods. We are neither babies, suck- 
ers nor morons. We all may learn much from those 
who disagree with us—they are often far more in- 
teresting. Of course, the disagreers may not be- 
long to the same club or social group, or hold the 
same political and religious views, or wear the 
same style or size of hat—but we can overlook 
that. We'll take just about what we please any- 
way. But profuse patronizing manners savor too 
much of professional valet-service and the manners 
of stock-selling agents! 


Matt. 16:18. “I will build my church.” 

We hear some one bemoaning the “failure” of 
the Church today. Many others before have con- 
founded the visible Church with the invisible body 
—the human organization with the divine ideal. 
If it’s only “our” church, “your” church, or “my” 
church—it must needs fail or else undergo a radi- 
cal readjustment and transformation. But “fail- 
ure” for “the church of the Living God”—not yet. 
Its history, achievements, dynamics and ideals of 
conduct are too firmly engraved in letters of in- 
delible blood. 


Luke 6:46. “Why call ye me, Lord, Lord, and 
do not the things which I say?” 

Ministers, Superintendents, Teachers, all! Why 
not a “National Recovery Day” Service in the 
Sunday school? Have school to recite in unison, 
and for several weeks the following words: “Our 
Creed! In this critical period of our national life, 
we believe that he who seeks to make large profits 
at the expense of the buying public, even though a 
slight advance is justified—is not worthy of the 
term “Christian.” He is not even entitled to the 
franchise of an American citizen.

thropist” with difficulty “remembers” that he once 
sold some “sick” stock to his daughter which later 
recovered full health however and soon after he 
had filled his income-tax report. To wiload 90 
millions of worthless Chilean bonds upon a gullible 
public is deserving of more than passing notice.

The Preacher In His Pulpit 


THE WORLD NEEDS THE 
POWER OF FAITH TODAY

This is a Message for TODAY and its NEEDS. 
It is a message for the NRA employer, for the 
NRA worker, and for the common man and 
woman who goes on living, working, and believing 
that “God is in His Heaven.”—Eds. 


“For though the fig tree shall not flourish, 
neither shall fruit be in the vines; the labor of 
the olive shall fail, and the fields shall yield no 
food; the flock shall be cut off from the fold, and 
there shall be no herd in the stalls: yet I will 
rejoice in the Lord, I will joy in the God of my 
salvation.” Habakkuk 3:17-18. 


Josiah Royce once defined faith as “an insight 
of the soul by which a man can stand anything 
that may happen to him.” This prophet Habakkuk, 
a contemporary of Jeremiah, had that kind of faith 
in abundant measure. Imagine some one today say- 
ing of his own misfortunes, “T have no job; my 
reserve savings are gone; my dividends have 
stopped; my sense of economic security is a dream: 
yet I will rejoice in the Lord, I will joy in the 
God of my salvation.” He would be displaying the 
same kind of exceptional faith that Habakkuk ex- 
hibited. 

And mind you this prophet was no superficial 
optimist. He faced conditions infinitely more 
threatening and terrible than we have found. In a 
very short time his countrymen were to be torn 
from their homes and carried away into captivity. 
For a number of years they, had been vassals of 
cruel tyrants, now Assyria, now Egypt, now Baby- 
lon. He could not understand it. In a. burst of 
daring skepticism, he challenged God for an 
answer. “How long will this continue? Why does 
God permit this oppression of his chosen people? 
Why all this defeated justice, this trampling on 
the sacred and the holy, this misery and suffer- 
ing?” By and by an answer came. God did care 
and God was going to send the Chaldeans, a fierce 
nomadic people, with horses swifter than leopards. 
They would sweep down upon the oppressors of 
Israel like vultures. They were to be God’s instru- 


ment to wipe from the earth the tyrant and the 
oppressor. 


Habakkuk Waited 


But still the prophet was not satisfied. Once 
more with a spirit of inquiry new to the Hebrew 
religious mind, he challenged, “but this only makes 
matters worse. For the wickedness of Babylon 
was more unbearable than the evil it was meant to 
punish. Would God use so cruel an instrument as 
that to work His will?” In his confusion and tur- 
moil of spirit the prophet decided to withdraw and 
wait for the answer from God. Upon his watch- 
tower he waited and meditated, holding fast to 
what insight his faith had assured him. As he 
waited he brooded upon God’s guidance in the 
desert days of his people; recalled the ancient 
triumphs of God over the heathen oppressors of 
Israel. By and by the answer came, “the righteous 
shall live by his faithfulness.” 

The Lord enforced on His waiting servant the 
moral truth that arrogance and tyranny cannot 
last, and that if the righteous will only be patient, 
he will survive. His very integrity of soul, his sincer- 
ity, his honest dealings with his business associates, 
the fidelity with which he kept his marriage vOws, 
his faithful discharge of public office would bring 
their own reward in the end. “The righteous shall 
live by his faithfulness.” Habakkuk did not get his 
moral difficulties all straightened out. He did not 
find some easy solution for the problems which 
still today trouble the minds and hearts of men, 
but at least he obtained enough insight so that he 
would live unswervingly by his faith, “an insight 
of faith that God can be trusted to do the right 
thing by the universe He is steering.” 


Faith Will Triumph 


We need that insight today. We need this mes- 
sage from the watchtower. We need this confidence 
that this universe we live in does have a moral 
foundation; that the creating and guiding intelli- 
gence back of this universe is a loving intelligence. 
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In the long run faith will triumph. We may have 
lost the things we possessed, and the loss is heavy 
to bear, but that loss is not important if we still 
keep our faith in God and can still wait in patience 
and live in faith. “I know how to be abased,” said 
Paul, “and I know how to abound. I can do all 
things through Christ who strengtheneth me.” 
The readjustment of the economic order upon 
lines of fairness, justice, brotherhood and good- 
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will may be a long way off, but in the long run a 
friendlier, fairer world will result. Habakkuk was 
willing to wait. Even the cruel Chaldeans could 
not be God’s final answer. Suicide today is no 
answer to the blows of the depression. But if a 
man can keep his confidence in the moral purposes 
of his God, if worse comes to worse, he too can 
rejoice in the Lord and find joy in the God of his 
salvation.

THE PLACE TO BEGIN AGAIN 


A Sermon for Rally Sunday of 1933 
By James Rew, D. D.

“Beginning at Jerusalem.” Luke 24:47. 

It was a great vision which Christ set before 
the disciples when He had remade them after 
Calvary. The Gospel was to be preached through- 
out the world. The whole earth was to be lit with 
His glory. And the disciples were to set this plan 
going, beginning at Jerusalem. 

But why Jerusalem? It was a strategic place, 
of course—the religious centre of Palestine. There 
Christ had died and risen again. From the point 
of view of religion it has become a whispering- 
gallery, where words spoken with dying lips from 
a Cross have reverberated throughout the earth. 

For the disciples, however, it had another-mean- 
ing. It was the place where they had failed. It 
was the scene of their greatest breakdown. It was 
a place also of tragic associations. It could not 
have been easy for them to go back to Jerusalem. 
Could Peter ever walk its streets without shameful 
memories crowding his mind? The very stones 
would cry out against him. Any minute round 
some corner he might come face to face with one 
of these servant-maids, and have to meet her mock- 
ing smile. 

Besides, their lives would be in danger. The 
authorities hated them and their message. There 
might be persecution, prison, death. And it would 
not be easy to keep their own spirit right. Think 
how the people there had treated their Master. 
What resentment and bitterness they would have 
to overcome. They would have to act forgivingly 
to people who had slain their Lord. Would it not 
be better to begin in some new place where none of 
these old entanglements would hinder the fresh 
start? But no, they were sent back to make their 
fresh beginning in the place where life and things 
had brought defeat. 

This is always what God asks of us when some 
fresh vision of Christ has come to us, or we have 
come to realize some secret of deeper victory. He 
bids us make our witness and take our stand for 
Him, right in the place where we have failed. It 
is not easy. Think of confessing failings and 
making a new beginning at home, among people 
who know us intimately and with whom perhaps 
for that reason we have not always troubled to be 
our best! Or He sends us back to the place 


where sorrow has thrown its dark shadow over 
everything, where perhaps everything we look at 
has the power to make the heart bleed. It is not 
easy to take up alone some burden that once was 
shared. Or we have to go back to the place where 
temptation has been strong and where the whole 
set of things has been against us, and begin again 
there. It is far easier to dream of making the 
heathen world Christian than to make our own 
ordinary relationships Christian. 

Or we go back let us say to familiar surround- 
ings again, after a holiday. The days we spent in 
the hills or by the sea gave us a breathing space 
in the region of the soul. We were released from 
worry and fretfulness and the strain that got us 
down. But now we are back in it all again. Do 
our hearts sink at the prospect? If only we could 
get some permanent relief from the burden, a new 
start somewhere else with things a bit lighter! 
So we tell ourselves. But God sends us back to 
the place where we have failed. 

For that is the place where He must win our 
victory in our life. It is from just that place His 
light can radiate. Victory there is the strategic 
thing in the plan of God for our lives and for the 
world. It is just where life has often beaten us, 
and our moral problem faces us most keenly, that 
Christ is seeking to come into our lives with power. 
It is there He is able most directly to break into 
the world through us. 

The comfort is that He is able to send us into 
the old place with a new spirit. The disciples who 
went back into Jerusalem were changed men. 
Something had happened to them through their 
fellowship with the risen Christ that had made 
everything different. They were ready now to face 
the place of their defeat, however humbling, for 
they possessed the secret of victory. They were 
not ashamed even to meet the people who knew 
them before. They could tell them of the trium- 
phant power of Christ. They had an experience 
to which they could witness. 

And Christ had lifted them also above the fear 
of men and what men could do to them. What 
matter though they suffered or even died! Death 
was nothing, a mere incident on the road to life 
in its eternal fullness. The only meaning of physi- 
cal life and all it could offer was to lay it at His 
feet. Worry and anxiety about their personal 
lives was gone, in this new sense of belonging to 
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Christ and of oneness with Him. 

And they had a new attitude to the people of 
Jerusalem, even to those who had crucified Christ. 
There was no resentment or bitterness or hate, 
only a great love that longed for their salvation. 

The result was that it was not the old world they 
were going back to. For it had a new look. They 
had a new attitude to everything—a new point of 
view. They saw it now as a place of opportunity, 
a strategic place for winning a victory for Christ. 
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It was the sphere of a Divine purpose which God 
was waiting to work out through them. 

Would it not make all the difference if we could 
see our world thus? Would it not bring a new 
zest into monotonous living? It can all happen to 
us as it happened to them, if we let Christ have 
His way in our lives and are ready to receive His 
Spirit. The place of defeat and failure can become 
the place of God’s opportunity if we go back to it 
with Him.

STANDING UP TO IT 


A Rally Day Address, based on an Outline by 
Tue Rev. F. W. J. Mervin 
at St. Anne’s-on-Sea Congregational Church. 


“Bxercise thyself unto Godliness’—so Paul 
urges Timothy wn I Tim. 5:8. 

“Stand up to it!” is a common expression in 
the gymnasium, and on the athletic field. It means 
a definite thing to those in training, and we can 
develop an athletic attitude towards life in all its 
demands. All we need to do is to remember “To 
Stand Up TO IT!” The size of the body, or the 
degree of health has no bearing on ability to 
learn to “Stand Up To Life’s Demands ?) An in- 
valid may show it and a heavy weight champion 
be found wanting. 

“T was made for a contest,” wrote Stevenson 
to George Meredith, “and the powers have so 
willed that my battlefield should be this dingy, 
inglorious one of the bed and the physic bottle.” 
His books and letters show the manner of his 
fighting. “For fourteen years I have not had a 
day’s real health; I have wakened sick and gone to 
bed weary; and I have done my work unflinch- 
ingly. I have written in bed, and written out of 
it, written in haemorrhages, written in sickness, 
written torn by coughing, written when my head 
swam for weakness.” 

Paul urges Timothy to practice this attitude 
toward life—the whole of life. “Train yourself in 
godliness. Exercise for the body is not useless, 
put godliness is useful in every respect, possessing 
as it does the promise of life now and of the life 
which is soon coming.” The body is the Temple 
of the Spirit of God. That should mean an at- 
tempt to keep it exercised, clean and healthy. 
Throughout this earthly span our mental keenness 
as well as our spiritual zest are closely linked to 
the life of the body. Cultivate a sane attitude 
toward the whole of life—physical, mental, spirit- 
ual. Discipline yourself to “Stand Up To It” in 
each of the three phases of activity. Character 
and spiritual strength tell here and now; they will 
mean more in the life to come. 

Be keen on physical exercise, it may help you 
to be as fit at fifty as at fifteen. Some of us, 
thank God, are more so. But be keen also on 
mental exercise. Hard foods, say the dentists, are 
good for the teeth. Some men lose their mental 
teeth before they are twenty. Science teaches us 
that unused organs or senses become useless and 
atrophied. Some of us exercise our mental ma- 
chinery only to read our pet newspaper, and to 
howl down our opponents. We never bite off a 


new idea nor chew an uncomfortable fact. But,— 
grace and grit of character depend upon spiritual 
exercise, Let us face frankly the fact that temper 
is not temperament, and that it would do us good 
to be born again of the Spirit, and then learn 
some elementary exercises. 


Life is a Gymnasium 


True, this life is a nursery for the spirit, but 
it is something more, it develops into a grade 
school, high school, and college, all equipped with 
the necessary gymnasium—for those of us who 
will. In everyday life, you know many children 
who do not go to school beyond the elementary 


grades which are required by civil law. 
This may be due to a_ lack of judgment 
on the part of the parents, or a lack of 


desire on the part of the child. In either event, 
every earnest, intelligent citizen deplores the 
handicap to the child through all his earthly life. 
Likewise, we see about us hundreds who “quit 
school in the spiritual sense” early in the grades, 
and some never even attend the kindergarten of 
spiritual training, which is the Sunday School. We 
good church members sit by and allow young 
people by the score to grow up about us, without 
so much as an invitation to avail themselves of 
spiritual training in our Sunday Schools and 
Churches, and then we express dissatisfaction and 
horror that these same young people later in life 
fail to embody the principles of Christian teaching 
in their dealings with their fellowmen. How about 
the training of the bank cashier who made way 
with the funds of the thrifty, trusting community ? 
Who taught him his moral code? Did you ever 
make an effort to assist him in his spiritual gym- 
nastics and exercises? How about the stock- 
broker who sold you hundreds of dollars worth of 
worthless paper? How about the bank president 
who drew the entire earnings of the bank in 
salary, and in many instances the capital as well? 
How about the public official whom you have 
helped to elect to office, either through vote or 
indifference? How about the College Professor 
who impregnates the mind and heart of your son 
with pagan ideals? Where did these men and 
women secure their spiritual training? Many of 
them grew up in your immediate community. Oh, 
T know, some of you will say, “That Bank Presi- 
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dent who is now serving time was the Superin- 
tendent of our Sunday School.’ If that is true, 
more shame to the teaching forces of the Church 
and Sunday School of which he was a member, 
which would allow such an opportunity to pass 
without having the message and example of Christ 
sink into the heart and soul of the man. True, 
his presence in a spiritual atmosphere Sunday after 
Sunday should have touched his life and attitude 
of mind, if he were not calloused to an unbeliev- 
able degree, but the fault is our own as much as 
it is his. Have we permitted such surface spirit- 
uality to dominate our church-going over the years, 
that we have not even prayed that this fellow- 
member would be strengthened in time of tempta- 
tion 

And prayer on our part is not all that is neces- 
sary. In a well-fitted gymnasium, you will find all 
manner of apparatus designed for special develop- 
ment, to fit the user for special emergencies in 
later life. You find the horizontal bar for arms 
and poise, swing, and balance; the horse for leg 
muscles used in vaulting and jumping; boxing 
gloves and foils for quickness of eye and discipline 
of temper. These things are all paralleled in moral 
training and spiritual life, if we can but distin- 
guish them and make use of them to the end of 
Christian character development. No one person 
in a community can defraud the community of its 
financial or civic assets. Every person with whom 
such a man deals and associates has a hand in the 
development of the matter. If you are approached 
by the stock-broker with “an inside tip” which will 
net you fabulous gain, have you the courage to 
“Stand Up To It” in a moral decision? If you 
have the courage, you have helped your fellowman 
to that degree; if you have not, and haye fallen 
for the tip, you are guilty of hastening his moral 
downfall. You who served as members of Boards 
of Directors, did you insist upon showing a clean 
slate to the public, or did you wink a knowing 
eye when you were consulted regarding “Window- 
dressing” or “padding” your company’s financial 
statement in order to fool the unsuspecting public? 
Some of you may excuse yourselves in saying that 
you did not know. That will not pass, since the 
members of Boards are elected for the purpose of 
knowing, and if you were too indifferent to be 
informed, you are more at fault than the others, 
because your laxness permitted the others to suc- 
cumb to the temptation which you might have pre- 
vented. You have wasted a precious opportunity 
to help your fellows “Stand UP to The Test.” 

The world is LAW and ORDER. Each act 
brings its own result. Therefore, we must learn 
to be steadfast and able, physically, morally, and 
spiritually, so that we may “Stand Up To It” 
when the test comes. Fire burns not only when 
we wish it, but often when we wish it would not, 
and our test of character and stamina comes in 
the manner in which we meet its burning when 
we wish it would not burn. 

Just as there is much in wrongdoing that we 
cannot fathom, there is much in nature beyond 
our ken; tornadoes, earthquakes, floods, accident, 
illness and murderous germs. These savage and 

_ dangerous things show what stuff we are made of— 
something tests with merciless severity our powers 
‘of courage and moral endurance and draws from 
us thereby the utmost of which we are capable. 
While the hive is in the building, the young bee 
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is sheltered in a cradle of wax from which it has 
to eat and bore and fight its way. As it pushes 
through the narrow gate, it wears away and bursts 
through the membrane which holds its wings. 
Occasionally an accident occurs, and the young 
bees come into life without struggle,—this means 
without wings to carry them on their errands. 
Almighty God may grant us the desire of our 
hearts without a struggle, but sends leanness into 
our souls. The privilege of struggle and strenu- 
ous exercise of our physical, mental, and spiritual 
gifts is God’s advanced training course for our 
special benefit. Let us accept the challenge, and 
start anew today to make use of the training 
equipment He has placed in our hands. 


Discipline of the Team 


This is a world where men have to live together. 
We depend on one another, suffer together, not 
only the evil with the evil, but the strong with the 
weak, the rich with the poor, the East with the 
West. It is a discipline from which we cannot 
escape. We are born into family and community 
life, and it may be as much a discipline as a delight. 
Little by little we are stirred out of selfishness, 
trained to play for the team. Each age sees the 
world more of a neighbourhood. We are forced 
to take an interest in the slums where crime is 
bred, because it reaches out and engulfs us; we 
are forced to take an interest in smallpox, or it 
will take all of us. We are taught to love our 
neighbour because of ourselves and some day we 
shall learn to love him as ourselves. There is no 
more convincing proof of the Divinity of Christ 
than the impression He gives of unveiling the fabric 
and function of the Universe, and to build on Him 
feels like building on rock. Religion means exercis- 
ing oneself unto Godliness—recognizing His wis- 
dom and welcoming His will. Let us carry the 
spirit of the football field into the more important 
contests of life. The contest before us today, 
immediately, is to enlfst all our energies to the 
task of getting every man, woman, and child in 
this community into a church. Let us not worry 
particularly about their present attitude, because 
all things are possible with Him. Let us exercise 
our energies, and with His help those we seek 
will be brought into the fold. Let us not rest there, 
let us use our energies to make our religion a 
thing of the spirit rather than one of words. Let 
us pray without ceasing that our whole personality 
may seek to know the will of God, and continue 
to pray for grace to further His will. Amen.

RIVERS OF EXPERIENCE IN LIFE

I. River of Temptation 

Picture a broad river flowing between grassy 
banks, with noble hills on either side. In front 
of a little settlement the river runs under an old 
fashioned wooden bridge and the cool shadows on 
the water invite one to come into them. You are 
not there long when you discover that none of the 
residents is there to bathe or boat. You ask the 
reason, and deep, treacherous pools are pointed 
out to you, where others have succumbed to the 
river. 
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Il. River of Trial and Affliction 

The easy, ordinary path of life comes suddenly 
down to the real test. There is a way over, if 
you but make use of it, trust in God. Read text. Be- 
lief in the Resurrection and future life will buoy 
you up in any struggle for mastery over grief. 
III. River of S-n 

The guide book on this way is the Bible. Little 
used in these modern times. Schools, colleges, 
business, social and charitable societies of today do 
not show this river on their map. There is real 
ferry over this river available to all of us. Christ 
does not keep us waiting to cross. He extends a 
hand and carries us over. 
IV. River of Death 

All stand at the brink of this river at some time. 
Waiting to be carried into the Promised Land. 
Illustrate with story of Jordan keeping children of 
Israel waiting to reach promised land. Thought 
of river at end of life as old as civilization. Read 
Nathaniel Hawthorne’s “The Celestial Railroad,” 
a caricature of popular and easy religion. The test 
of religion is “How you approach the River of 
Death.”—Clarence E. Macartney. 
AN EXPERIMENT IN FORGIVENESS 
I. The source of Trouble 

Peter Ainslee tells in his book, “Some Experi- 
ments in Living,’ about a striking instance in his 
early ministry. A brother minister had become in- 
volved in trouble in his charge, and wrote him for 
help. Although interference was resented on the 
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part of the congregation, Peter Ainslee went to 
the rescue and was able to secure another charge 
for the unfortunate man. A suggestion that the 
young son of the minister in question be made 
assistant to Peter Ainslee bore fruit in that he was 
made the first pastor of a small branch church. 
Soon rumors regarding the young minister’s indis- 
cretions came to ears of the man in charge and 
investigation proved them correct. A suggestion 
that he be dismissed went to the mission board. 
He was to have three months’ salary if he re- 
signed and left in good order; if disturbance 
occurred, he was to leave without further pay. He 
led a revolt, splitting the small congregation, and 
organized under the leadership of a disreputable 
attorney who was later barred from practice. The 
attorney advised suing the church for embezzle- 
ment in withholding the three months provisional 
salary. 


Il. The Attitude toward the Transgressor 

Dr. Ainslee knew that he would need abundance 
of Divine grace to keep the experience from sour- 
ing his life, yet Jesus cannot use a man who has 
lost his vision. He repeated daily the statements 
of Jesus on the matter of Forgiveness, in order to 
educate his spirit to the heights expected of him. 
He discovered the first nine verses of Psalm thirty- 
seven, and repeated them scores of times daily. 


III. Measuring up to the opportunity for Forgive- 
ness 
A friend of the family visited Dr. Ainslee and 
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insisted on knowing the facts. After much per- 
suasion they were ‘offered, with this response, “I 
have never been treated as badly as that. You 
have an opportunity that I never had.” Oppor- 
tunity? A new view of a sad experience, and the 
family friend had made the victory easier. How- 
ever, forgiveness was not enough. 
IV. Good for Evil 

Trench said, “The rule of life is that thou shalt 
render good for thy brother’s ill; the shape in 
which thou shalt render it, love shall prescribe.” 
Peter Ainslee wondered what he would do if the 
test came. He had not long to wait. The young 
minister had become involved in further trouble, 
and a committee came to secure information 
against him. Dr. Ainslee was given the grace to 
withhold information, and put a kindly construc- 
tion upon some of the stories. Reading Victor 
Hugo, an unfrocked bishop of exiles, helped to 
strengthen his courage for the visit of the next 
committee. Dr. Ainslee was given grace to offer 
to defend the young minister, in case his assistance 
was desired.

THE PROCESS OF RELIGION. 


Essays In Honor of Dean Shailer Mathews, edited 
by Miles H. Krumbine. Macmillan. 266 pp. $2.25. 


This book is a tribute to Dean Mathews of the 
Divinity School of the University of Chicago, on his 
seventieth birthday. It takes the form of essays on 
the process of religion, by former students and other 
friends and admirers. Dr. Mathews richly deserves 
this sort of tribute, especially, as he has been a leader 
for many years in theological thinking and in empha- 
sizing the social aspects of religion,—topics ably pre- 
sented, in various aspects, by this group of keen 
thinkers. Dean Mathews is a leader also in the work 
of his own denomination, (the Baptist), and of the 
Federal Council of Churches, movements for Interna- 
tional Peace, etc. His son, Robert Elden Mathews, 
Prof. of Law, Ohio State University, contributes a 
finely interpretative biographical note of his father; 
Prof. Aubrey of the University of Chicago writes on 
Theology and the Social Process, in which he outlines 
the development of Dean Mathews’ theological 
thought ; and other essays by such brilliant writers on 
theological thought and applied Christianity as Shir- 
ley Jackson Case, Justin Wroe Nixon, Douglas Clyde 
Macintosh, Charles A. Ellwood, Lynn Harold Hough 
and Walter M. Horton. A book of deep interest and 
value.

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COSMOLOGY. 

By James A. McWilliams, S. J., Ph. D., Prof. of Cos- 
mology in St. Louis University. Revised edition. 
Macmillan. 243 pp. $2.00. 

The Expositor highly commended this text-book 
on its first publication in 1928. In this new edition, 
much matter has been added, bringing it up to date. 
It contains new discussions on relativity, static order, 
causality in the sciences, statistical laws of nature, 
etc. It treats of the nature of time and space, teleol- 
ogy, evolution, miracles, the ultimate constitution of 
matter, etc.; it is, in brief, a systematic, philosophical 
study of the physical universe. It uses the method 
of formal statement and defense of theses, and the 
presentation and answer of objections. It is an acute, 
learned, and convincing presentation of the subject. 


THE LIFE OF JESUS. 


By Maurice Goguel, Prof. of Liberal Protestant 
Theology, Paris. Macmillan. 591 pp. $6.00. 


The author is widely known for his notable book, 
“Jesus of Nazareth, Myth or History,’ in which he 
established the fact that Jesus was not a myth but an 
historical person. In the present volume, Prof. Goguel 
deals with the life and teaching of Jesus, as described 
by N. T., and early non-Christian, writers. He dis- 
cusses the origin of Jesus; John the Baptist and 
Jesus; and the form of the teaching of Jesus. Fol- 
lowing this, he describes the Galilean ministry, the 
crisis in Galilee, the Jerusalem ministry, the closing 
days and the Passion of Jesus; and ends with a brief 
summary of the teaching of Jesus. This is a book of 
profound scholarship. Its point of view is ultra-lib- 
eral. It will not appeal to evangelical readers; its 
views of the person and teaching of Jesus are too 
radical. It rejects the Virgin birth, and most of the 
miracles ascribed to Jesus in the N. T., with the ex- 
ception of those of healing. It gives, however, a 
fascinating account of the human Jesus. 


STUDIES IN SPIRITUAL ENERGY, 
TEACHERS OF RELIGION. 


By George Walter Fiske, Prof. in Oberlin Graduate 

School of Theology. Revell. 237 pp. $1.75. 

This book is largely, though not altogether, made 
up of a series of articles, entitled “What is in the 
lesson for teachers,’’ written for The New Century 
Leader, a teachers’ magazine published by David C 
Cook Co. “Their aim,” says Dr. Fiske, “is to suggest 
a single thought in the lesson for the teacher’s own 
personal life.” He believes that while the old-time 
Sunday school needed educationalizing, the modern 
graded church school needs to be spiritualized. “Many 
churches,” he adds, “are missing the radiant energy 
which is vitalizing other Christians, other churches, 
with a triumphant joy that makes their faith win- 
some and their fellowship a community benediction.” 
He certainly puts his finger on a weakness in modern 
religious education. He groups his articles under the 
headings, Radiance in Religion, Sources of Light and 
Power, The Lost Radiance, Testing the Radiance, and 
Sharing the Radiance. This is a book of spiritual 
power. It will be found excellent for devotional use. 
ebaiier will find it suggestive of many vital sermon 
opics.

and of the emptiness and futility of atheism, as tested 
by its effect upon atheists themselves, as well as on 
society. ‘The book is full of illustrations for talks on 
“men without God.” 


VENTURES IN SIMPLE LIVING. 

By Daniel J. Fleming, Prof. of Missions, Union 
Theological Seminary, New York. The Internation- 
al Missionary Council, Fourth Ave., New York. 
169 pp. $1.00. 

This is a thought-provoking and conscience-search- 
ing book. It deals with the question whether a Chris- 
tian ought to adopt a standard of living far above 
that of less privileged, and particularly, underprivi- 
leged classes, either at home or on the mission field. 
Dr. Fleming cites instances of missionaries in Korea, 
India and China, conforming to the standards of liv- 
ing of the average national in these countries. He 
cites also the case of Kingsley House in London, Eng- 
land, founded by a wealthy woman who renounced a 
fortune in order to share the life of the common 
people. The residents of Kingsley House accept the 
founder’s views and live in the same self-sacrificing 
way. Missionaries who have conformed to native 
standards of living declare that it does not injure 
their health; and that it increases their influence and 
advances the cause of Christ. Dr. Fleming is not writ- 
ing propaganda, but he does believe in “ventures in 
simpler living,’ and raises the question whether Chris- 
tians should not follow this plan in the home-land. 


CHRIST VICTORIOUS. 


A Key to Revelation, by P. C. Herbert. Published 
and for sale by the Author, 633 N. Estelle, Wichita, 
Kansas. 38 pp. Paper covers. Twenty-five cents. 
The author has given 20 years of earnest study to 

the book of Revelation. He offers in this pamphlet 

his conclusions as to the meaning and purpose of the 

Apocalypse. He rejects the views of the Chiliasts, 

who believe, as everyone knows, that Revelation 

teaches the literal second coming and personal reign 
of Christ upon earth. Herbert maintains that the 
book of Revelation is not a prediction of the future 
history of the church or of the world, but that it was 
written to warn Christians, then living, against apos- 
tasy, to comfort them in persecution with the assur- 
ance that to lose one’s life for Christ would result 
in eternal gain, and to assure them further that Christ 
would in the end be victorious, that their enemies 
and His would be punished, and that martyrs for 
Christ would be especially rewarded by God. Its his- 
torical background is the growing Church, the Roman 
war against Palestine, the destruction of Jerusalem, 
and the persecutions of Christians by the Roman Em- 
pire. It is in the light of these events, that Herbert 
interprets the letters to the Seven Churches, the Seven 

Seals and other Apocalyptic symbolism, the new Jeru- 

salem, and the nature of the Millennium and the End. 

This little book deserves wide reading. It presents 

its point of view clearly and ably.

The leader 
asks the group, “What is right for him 
to do with the dime?” After being in- 
structed, the finder calls the loser and pre- 
sents him the dime. 

4. The spelling-lesson. In this, one child is 
the teacher and two are pupils, writing 
their lessons as the teacher gives out the 
words.
